HIJMEIBATifiR, now age 56 . Prisoner has one sister, Maria 
MAYERHOFF, 32 * He is married to Hanna nee KRAJNEK, 23, 
whose present address is Boeckstein near Badgastein 
in Austria, They have one child, Heiderun, ten months 
of age. His home address is Reinergasse No, 20, V.ien IV, 
Austria, MGDSR-KAYSER claims Austrian nationality and ~ ; 
professes to be "Gottglaubig", 

Subject enjoyecl a fairly extensive education. He went 
to Volksschule for four years, to Uhterrealschule for another 
four years and then went to a Handels akademie (Trade College) 
for five years. In civilian life he was a soda-water manu* 
f acturer . 

The prisoner is six feet tall, weighs 162 pounds,, has 
an oval face, brown hair, and green eyes. The only notice- 
able peculiaities are a tattoo mark on the inner side of the 
left arm and a mole on his chin. 

II, BRIEF PARTY OR SERVICE HISTORY. 



Shortly after the Anschluss in 1938 MQDER-KAYSER joined 
the NSDAP, At the same time he became a Unt era char fuehrer 
(Corporal) in the Allgemeine SS and also a member of various 
affiliated organizations of the N3DAP, such as the Deutsche 
Arfceitsfront and the NSV (National Socialist Public Welfare 
Organization). In December of 1938 MODER-KAYSER simultaneously 
put in applications for employment with Industrie and Handels- 
kammer , Kripo (Criminal Police) and Sicherheitsdienst , "with 
the intention of taking the first offering. On 1 February 1939 
he was summoned into SD abschnitt Wen as a bookkeeper mt a 
wage of 95 Reichsmarks per month. lihen Oberabschnitt Dionau 
was dissolved in I94lt part of the files and 1 staff tfere sent

to the position of registrar in Abt I, RSHA, with an increase 
in wage of 75 Reichsmarks per month and 16 men under his super- 
vision. He received a promotion to Hauptscharfuehrer 
in 1942 .

In April of 1943 Subject was sent to SS Fuehrers chule 
in Prague, and on l6 June of the same year entered into active 
service with the SS Flak Regiment in Munich, in charge of per- 
aonnel, finance and supply. Still a member of the Siherheit?- 
dienst he was promoted to Untersturmfuehrer (Second Lieutenant.)',. 
On I 3 March 1944 t^EFLip-lgER, left Flak for. .the JBSHA -in Ber lin ^ - 
where in turn he was told to report to Vienna, Upon his arrival 
in Vienna he discovered that his orders were not definitely 
established, and consequently remained idle for three njonths. 
Finally ha was ordered to report to RSHA VI S in Berlin where 
he again remained at leisure for a months In September 1944 
MCDER-KAYSER was sent as personnel chief to SS J agdverb aendb 
school VI S at Steiermark and remained there until the end of 
the war. At school he studied engineering and demolition, 
instructing classes in the latter subject. When the school 
closed in April of 1945 he fled to Boeckstein/Badgastein, 

Austria.
